Ms. Houstin has been a loyal and 
committed member of the H.U.D. Tenants Coalition from the very 
beginning. 


Your duty as a member of the N.A.H.T. board is to report to 
the H.U.D. Tenant Coalition. 


Distribution of flyers and documents is to be through the 
tenant Presidents. 

You should refrain from calling Mr. Charles Wehrwein; 
complaints about individual buildings should be first directed to 
the local H.U.D. office. 

If every member of the N.A.H.T. board calls Mr. Wehrwein this 
mechanism will become ineffective. 

I expect to meet you in the very near future to work out these 
problems. Our staff has spent the day responding to calls from 
Georgia King Village and we cannot let these hysterical responses 
paralyze our operations. Look "Sec me very soon.
